At the office of A. J. Davidson. gen- 
eral manager of the Frisco-Rock Island 
eystem, it was stated that the corpora- 
tion had been organized to look after 
the vast terminal interests of the Rock 
Island, Chicago & FEastern Illinois and 
St. Louis & San Francisco Railway com- 
panies, 

The new terminal line will connect 
with the freight house of the Rock Is- 
. jand-Frisco company, now being -erect- 
ed at Third and Ashley streets, on the 
site of the old Ashley Building. It will 
extend north and west to the outer belt 
of the Terminal Railroad Association, 
and also join the tracks of the latter 
at the Merchants’ Bridge. — 

These additional facilities will greatly 
relieve traffic congestion on this side 
of the river, the Rock Island officials 
say, but no effort will be made by the 
new terminal association to compete for 
outside business against the Terminal 
Association.

The stream of lava which has been 
threatening iorre del Annunziata, a 
town of 28,084 inhabitants, 12 miles from 
Naples on the road to, Castellammare, 
has remained stationary since last even- 
ing, so that the danger that the city 
would be overwhelmed seems to have 
pasved. 

The shower of ashes from the voleano 
ceased to fall over Naples for a time 
this morning, but began again later in 
the day. 


There gathered in 


are 150.000 refugees 
this city. When the last train was leav- 
ing Bosco Tre-Case, a_ fresh crater 
opened near the station. The refugees 
-from Ottajano say that ‘10 houses and 
five churches collapsed from the wave 
of ashes. 

Drowned-in a river of liquid fife from 
Mount Vesuvius, or trapped in houses 
which were rocked to pieces by earth- 
quakes, scores of persons have lost 
their lives and thousands are injured. 

Sweeping down the mountain side 
from the crater of Vesuvius is a river 
of lava 600 feet wide and 20 feet deep. 
Nothing in its path can turn the wall 
of molten rocks aside. Several towns 
have been wiped out entirely, others 
are partially destroyed, still more are 
deomed. From the ruins of these vil- 
lages 43 dead bodies have been recov- 
ered—320 at San Giuseppe Vesuviano, sev- 
en at Bosco Tre-Case and six at Torre 
Annunziata, 

An excursion steamer attempting to 
reach Naples from the island of Capri 
had to return, as the passengers were 
being suffocated by the cinders. 

Only about 2000 out of 32,000 inhabi- 
tants of Torre Annunziata dare to 
main in the town, which is patrolled by 
soldiers,

The evacuation of threatened villages 
and towns continues, but means to 
transport the inhabitants are lacking, 
although thousands of soldiers with ar- 
tillery carts have been sent to the 
places where the sufferers are most 
in need of assistance.

Edwin Leopold, 14 yvears old, a sad- 
faced boy in Knee trousers, held at the 
Soulard Street Station for shooting his 
stepfather, Frederick Everkuss, near 
their home at 2729 La Salle street, says 
that he is not sorry. Manfully trying 
to check the tears which welled to his 
eyes, he said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday: 

“He got what he deserved."’ 

Goaded by real or fancied persecution 
t! boy turned when his7 stepfater 
was chasing him through an alley and 
fired two shots from a cheap Fourth of 
July pistol. 

“He married my mother eight years 
ago,’’ said Edwin. ‘‘and he has been 
mean ever since. He picked on me all 
the time, especially when Il wasn’t 
working. 

“T had a job in a shoe. factory, 
I was laid off three weeks ago, and 
he has abused me often since I have 
been at home. Saturday afternoon I 
Was playing on ‘the street near the 
house when he came from work. He 
rushed at me and struck me and told 
me to go home. 

“IT knew he would follow me, so I ran 
to my room. and got my revolver 
out of my trunk. I bought. it to cele- 
brate the Fourth of July and I Kept it 
loaded.

Followers of ‘Prophet’ Will 
Gather at Station to 
Cheer Him, 








VOLIVA CALLED “JUDAS” 


“Ts That So, Zion?’’ Asks Local 
Overseer During Bit- 
ter Address. 





A warm reception is assured to John 
Alexander Dowie, deposed general over- 
seer of the Christian Catholic Church 
in Zion, when he arrives at Union Sta- 
tion at 8 p.m. Monday on his way back 
to gebellious Zion City. 

The St. Louis followers of Dowie, 
numbering nearly 100, will gather at the 
station and will cheer their leader, to 
whom they are still loyal, until his de- 
parture for the ficing line. 

They have not intrusted al! their 
worldly goods to the keepifg of ‘‘Eli- 
jah,’’ as have the resident ZioniteS, but 
they are ready to give their leader such 
part of their means as he may need, 
many of them declare. 

Three score ardent Dowieites applaud- 
ed the local overseer, Rev. Archie E. 
Arrington, Sunday afternoon jin the 
Odeon recital hall as he delivered a 
passionate defense of the deposed 
‘First Prophet.’’ 

As he contrasted Dowie with Over- 
seer Voliva, likening the latter to Judas 
and lifting the former to a _ pedestal 
higher than any of the prophets, Over- 
seer Arrington interrupted himself with 
the query, ‘“‘Is that true, Zion?’ 

From all parts of the hall cries of 
eager assent broke out: ‘Yes, yes,’’ 

Overseer Arrington’s defense of the 
‘‘Prophet’’ was colored with bitter com- 
ment on his enemies in Zion City—‘‘a 
lot of little men he brought from coun- 
try pastorates.’’ He ridiculed’ the 
charges of mismanagement and extrav- 
agance, which he said are the only 
charges that have been laid before him 
officially, and, entering into the accu- 
sations of hypocrisy and fraud made 
at Zion City meetings, declared them @¢ 
‘“‘monstrous blasphemy.”’ * 

Up Against Real Thing. 

When Chicago tried to rid itself of 
Dr. Dowie, the speaker said, it ‘‘was up 
against the rea] thing, in a divine way.’”’ 
He indicated that Zion City will be in 
the same plight when Dr. Dowie gets 
there, and declared that he would not 
be surprised to hear that some ‘‘fanatic, 
inspired by personal hatred,’ had assas- 
sinated the former leader. 

“There is murmuring in Zion City,” 
Overseer Arrington said—‘‘the murmur- 
ing of a people fearing for their dollars. 
Overseer Voliva, brought by Dr. Dowie 
from Australia, and taught painstaking- 
Iv until his administrative ability was 
sufficiently developed to warrant tem- 
porary charge of affairs, has taken ad- 
vantage of the d:scontent. 


‘‘T regard the action of Overseer Vo- 
liva as a wicked, deliberate, malicious, 
colossal betrayal of a divine trust. He 
is a traitor, a Judas. He may think 
he is doing right. I think he Is the tool 
of the Devil. 


Why Does He Returnt 

“Dr. Dowle is charged with filching 
from the coffers of Zion City more than 
two million dollars. If the charge is 
true he is a common criminal, and the 
penitentiary awaits him. Do you Sup- 
pose if it were true he would be hasten- 
ing back to Zion City as fast as wheels 
can carry him? 

“Every true child of Zion hangs his 
head in shame and mortification at the 
turn affairs have taken. We suffer 
equally with Dowie in this treacherous 
effort to besmirch and befoul the tair 
name of our faith. An enemy has done 
this thing. It seems to me that Dr. 


voted against unanimously by the peo- 
ple. Following the meeting nearly every- 
One present signed a petition of protest 
against Dowie’s continuation of powers. 
This petition has already been signed 
by the overseers and the officers of the 
church. In addition to the members Of 
the church,* 247 members of the Zion 
City Guard attached their signatures to 
it. One member of the guard refused to 
sign, saying that he had ‘‘followed one 
man to hell and would not follow an- 
other.’’ The guards, in signing the peti- 
tion, were headed by their colonel, Glad- 
stone Dowie. 

Mrs. Dowie sat upon the platform with 
the overseers. In response to a request 
made by Voliva that all to whom Dowie 
had spoken of his polygamous intentions 
arise, she stood up with eight overseers. 
Mrs. Dowie said that her husband had 
never spoken directly to her of polyg- 
amy. 


DOWIE RESUMES TRIP; 
IN FINANCIAL STRAITS. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ~ 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 9.—John 
Alexander Dowie, the “First Apostle of 
Zion,’ left here at 9 o'clock last night 
for St. Louis. There he will receive $500 
from Deacon Wilhite. The apostle is 
known to be in financial straits, al- 
though his adherents, Deacons Lewis 
and Peters, were reticent about men- 
tioning his financial condition. 

A secret meeting of the faithful in 
San Antonio was held Sunday afternoon 
at which Dowie bitterly denounced the 
rebels at home. He declares that he 
will use all of his available resources 
in the «ight, turning everything into 
cash if necessary. “He even intimates 
that he will borrow money if occasion 
arises. This is directly contrary: to one 
of the Zionistic doctrines, which pro- 
hibits borrowing or lending. 

Dowie declares his wife and son were 
actuated by worldly motives, desiring 
money and fine things, to take part 
in the conspiracy against him. He 
makes light of the charges of polygamy 
Which have been made broadcast 
against him. 

“The report that I married Ruth Ho- 
fer is a wicked and unmitigated lie,”’ 
Said he. “My relations with her were 
those of a guardian to a ward or a 
parent_to a child. She is a pure, in- 
nocent girl and our. relations were 
Strictly proper and moral.”’ 


CHICAGO OVERSEER 
ARRAIGNS DOWIE. 


OHIQAGO, April 9.—More than 1500 
Chicago memners of the Christian Cath- 
olic Church gathered in the Central Ta- 
bernacle at 1625 Michigan avenue yes- 
terday and heard Overseer Piper de- 
liver a stern arraignment of the deposed 
header and his family. In response to a 
request for an expression of opinion, 
the audience almost unanimously voted 


to stand by Overseer Voliva and his 
cabinet in a fight to a finish. 

The address of Overseer Piper, one of 
the most eloquent leaders in the church, 
contained. a cold and merciless expose 
of the conditions that prevail in Zion 
City and the methods that brought the 
people to their recent financial condi- 
tion.

Rev. W. H. Head of the Asbury 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Thirty- 
first street and Parnell avenue, in his 
sermon last night dwelt on the troubles 
at Zion City. He eulogized the ‘First 
Apostle’s’’ character and achievements 
as worthy of the respect and admira- 
tion of the world. and asserted ‘no 


unprejudiced person should believe the 
countless slanders that have been ut- 
tered against him.’ 

The pastor said: ‘Do you 
brethren, there is something attractive 
as well as pathetic in the homecoming 
of that old man?

NEW YORK, April 9.—The body of 
Delphine Love now rests in Woodlawn 
Cemetery beside the grave of her father, 
Dr. I. N. Love. Mrs. Hill and Ewing 
Hill Jr., of St. Lwuis relatives, and a 


few intimate frineds followed the body 
to the cemetery. 


Mrs. Love, who is prostrated at the 


home of friends, was unable to witness 
the interment. 

Funeral services were held Sunday af- 
ternoon at the Merritt Undertaking 
Co.’s mortuary chapel in the presence 
of about two score persons, among them 
several former St. Louisans, who were 
intimate friends of Dr. Love. 

Coroner Shrady will hold an inquest 
into Miss Love’s death during the week. 
Willam MoGucken, the young real es- 
tate broker who was with her just be- 
fore she died, will be a witness. Today 
the police received a telegram from W. 
Hector Hume, who was Delphine Love’s 
husband, saying “Hold McGucken until 
we investigate.’’ 

As Hume did not intimate that he was 
coming on to assist in any further in- 
vestigation, the police were not excited 


over his communication and passed it 


along to the Coroner. 


HUSBAND TELLS OF 
HIS MARRIED LIFE.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 9.—W. Hec- 
tor Hume of New York, who claims to 
be the husband of Delphine Love, is at 
the Willard Hotel. He has sent a dis- 
patch to police headquarters in New 
York making serious ,charges in. con- 
nection with his wife’s death. 

‘‘Delphine. Love was my wife,.”’ said 
Mr. Hume. ‘Before saying any more 
I want it clearly understood that I be- 
lieve her to have been one of the sweet- 
est, best and most amiable women that 
ever lived, and that the idea of suicide 
in connection with her is preposterous. 
“We were married in New York in 
November, 19038. Her father was a dear 
friend of mine. Prior to our marriage I 
should say that William McGucken was 
a suitor for her hand. When he was 
rejected and I became Miss Love's hus- 
band he was enraged with jealousy. My 
wife said to me one day: 

‘*Keep away from Billy McGucken: 
he has threatened you.’ 

“At the time of-our marriage I was 
in the employ of one of the big insur- 
ance companies, and making a good in- 
come. When the exposure of the insur- 
ance companies came last February my

know my wife was dissatisfied and she 

lefi me several times, but always wrote 

saying she wanted to conie back and I 

as often forgave her and took her back.

of business. 

They do not possess any capital, but lay the matter 
before another party, who determines to furnish 
financial backing to them and present each of them 
with stock amounting to $3000 In the new concern; 
said concern to be capitalized at from $15,000 to $20, - 
000, and also an increase of about 20 per cent in sal- 
ary. 

The prevailing feeling is that both of these estab- 
lishments cannot live in this locality.

THE WOMEN WHO READ 


Those Who Have Most Time Utilize It Least.

uV ES, indeed, I’m aw- 
fully fond of read- 
ing. But somehow 

I never seem to get any 
time. I’m so busy.’’ 

Do we hear this from the 
factory girl, the _ shopgirl, 
the woman bookkeeper or 
stenographer? No, indeed. 
On their way to and from 
work we see them reading 


..novels or newspapers. Some- 


times very worthless novels, 

to be sure. Nevertheless, the 

feminine plaint of the lack 

of time to read is constantly in “our 
ears, and it comes from women who 
have absolutely nothing to do. 

The most ignorant women, strangely 
enough, are the most idle women, and 
if any woman of ideas were set the 
task of writing only for the matinee 
girl class she would print a recipe for 
fudge and another for peanut brittle, 
and then fold her hands in despair. 

Idleness paralyzes the mind, work 
stimulates it. The girl who goes home 
from her shop or office has had to some 
extent to use her brain, and once a 
brain is fed something to work on, it 
insistently clamors for ‘more. Women 
who do nothing think nothing. The 
doors of their understanding move on 
hinges rusty from disuse. The win- 
dows of their séuls are obscured with 
dust and mould. 

It is essential for women to work, not 
necessarily work for a living, and to 
read if they want to think. And in my 





opinion it is better to read 

the trashiest sort of novel 

than to read nothing at all. 

Sometimes, the girls one 

notes in the cars are read- 

ing ‘‘Donovan,’’ or “The 

Lamplighter.”’ But again 

one notes books of semi- 

scientific or historical value. 

These girls are much more 

interesting to talk to than 

girls who do nothing. One 

of the best read and most 

cultivated young women I 

ever met, judged by a 

casual 15 minutes’ colloquy, is the niece 

of a rampant, raging anarchist. When- 

ever I have traveled long distances and 

sought relief from the tedium of a day 

on the cars in the conversation of wom- 

en fellow-travelers, I have found the 

only women I could be interested in— 

and possibly those only who could be 

interested in me—to be working or pro- 
fessional women. 

To a newspaper woman, the cardinal 
sin, naturally, is not reading newspa- 
pers. This the working women inva- 
riably does, the society woman, strange- 
ly, seldom, 


The woman who reads newspapers is 
far better educated than she who reads 
novels; indeed, no woman can be igno- 
rant who keeps herself thoroughly post- 
ed in the day’s news. Of course, the 
woman ‘who really has so many house- 
hold interests, so many children that 
she can find no time to read, 
pitied. But isn’t she a myth? 

The hundreds of thousands of work- 
ing women who find time to read cer- 
tainly indicate it.
